— Abraham 
Beame, once written off by his 
opponents as a political has-been, 
scored a win in the Mayor- 
ality election and led the Demo- 
cratic Party back into full control 
of the city’s politics, Beame, the 
first Jew to become Mayor of the 
city, won more than 57 per cent
